Havan, June 9—On Thursdny Iast a
foree of Hayana voluntéers who were act-
ing #% a garrison on the Precloso estate,
near Cardenas, met & large rebel party and
on engagement took place, In which the
volunteers were defeated and eompelled to
retroft. Beven of the Government's forces
were kllled and two woundel. Lieutepant
Vasquez and two other Bpanlards were cap-
tured, but released after signing a doen-
nient, In which they bound themselves to
never agaln fight agalnst the Cuban patrl-
ots.

Goneral Gasco reports having met a
party of rebels under command of the
insurgent Icader, Calixto Garela, near
Ventn de Cosanova, and agnin nenr Bay-
pmo, In the province of Santlago de Cuba,
The rebels on both occaslona occupled
strong positions, but after making a stren-
uons dafence, were dislodged.

A torpedo which had been placed In the
road by the rebels exploded upon the
arrival of the vanguard of General Gasco's
ecoltmn, and eight soldiers were wounded.
After the rebels were finally dislodged
from thelr positlon, they were pursued by
the troops and lspersed. The loss of the
instirgents cannot be ascertilned. In the
course of the fightlng a Spanish captain
and four soldiers were wounded.
